BRASILIA NEWSPAPERS: 

1. CORREIO BRAZILIENSE STORY UNDER SIX-COLUMN FRONT-PAGE 
HEADLINE "BLOCKADE: AMERICAN BUSINESS WANTS MORE RESTRICTIONS 
ON BRAZILIAN IMPORTS" SAY: "WITHOUT TAKING ACCOUNT OF 
SECSTATE KISSINGER'S STATEMENTS-OR PERHAPS EVEN PURPOSELY 
ACTING AGAINST THEM- INTERNATIONAL TRADE COMMISSION 
YYJOYY RECOMMENDESTO PRESIDENT FORD A SUBSTANTIAL INCREASE 
IN TARIFFS ON SHOE IMPORTS, ESPECIALLY THOSE PRODUCED IN BRAZIL. 
THE PROBLEM OF SURTAXES ON (BRAZILIAN) SHOES WAS ONE OF MAIN 
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SUBJECTS DISCUSSED BY KISSINGER IN BRAZIL AND IT IS BELIEVED 
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THERE WERE EVEN PROMISES THE PROBLEM WOULD BE REVIEWED IN ORDER
